Becau se the prospectiv e candidates 
for city offices who will go before the 
v oters in the prim ary on March 6 
mu st tile their intention to become 
candidates not later than Febru ary 
5, it is probable that the city cou ncil 
will pass the ordinance fix ing salar­ 
ies for the nex t administration a t a 
meeting early in Janu ary . 
Under 
the old law gov erning city elections 
the nominations were not made u ntil 
sometime in September at the earliest 
and the salary ordinance has here­ 
tofore been passed before the first 
Monday in September. 
Under the 
law' the retiring cou ncil is req u ired to 
fix the salaries for the nex t admin­ 
istration and the amou nts cannot be 
altered du ring that term. 
The law states 
that 
tin* salaries 
shall be fix ed “before the first Mon­ 
day in September,” bu t as interpreted 
by members of the present cou ncil 
that does not mean that they shall be 
fix ed “on" the fir*t Monday in Sep­ 
tember. 
Therefore, according to the 
interpretation they can be decided u p­ 
on at any time du ring the y ear, and 
accordingly it is ex pected that the 
ordinance will he passed sometime in 
Janu ary . 
It is highly probable that 
it will be presented at the nex t meet­ 
ing. 
It is pointed ou t by city politicians 
and prospectiv e candidates that can­ 
didates wou ld not desire to get in the 
race for office with the ex pectation of 
hav ing the 
salaries 
now paid m a­ 
terially redu ced. 
Particu lar interest 
is manifested in the salary ordinance 
in v iew of the recent statement of 
Cou ncilman ('. IT. Ahlbrand, chair­ 
man of tin- finance committee, that 
sev eral changes might be made. 
In 
ou tlining the financial condition of 
the city before the cou ncil he *u g- 
gests that the salary of the may or 
might be redu ced as the position

New York, December 30— Events 
of the p ast y ear have been disap ­ 
p ointing to all of the p rincip al E urop ­ 
ean belligerents. 
The greatest vic- 
tory of the y ear lias not been won on 
any of the battlefields, but has oc­ 
curred on the floor of the*. Russian 
Duman. 
For the first time in the history of 
the Slav Emp ire, the Russian p eop le 
were able, tow ard the close of the 
p resent y ear, to act in concert, and 
to overthrow Premier Stunner, a well- 
known bureaucrat and reactionary . 
The Duma forced a change in the 
C zars government by a defiance of 
the beaucratie regime that will be­ 
come one of the great landmarks of 
the Russian nation’s march toward 
democracy . 
Comp ared with the in­ 
decisive 
conflicts 
on 
eastern 
and 
western fronts, the victory of the 
Duma stands out as the most p ositive 
and resultful accomp lishment of the 
y ear. 
The entrance of Rumania into the 
war has p rovided the most dram atic 
sp ectacle of the twelve months’ con­ 
flict. 
There is every reason to be­ 
lieve that the western allies did not 
want the Bukarest government 
to 
break its neutrality . 
The chance of 
a successful German camp aign such 
;t< followed tin* belligerent action of 
the Rumanians, was well realized in 
London and Paris. 
But, imp erialist 
desires turned the heads of the Ru­ 
manian militarists ut a most in op ­ 
p ortune time for their own ambitions. 
They p lunged into the war after R us­ 
sia ex p ended m os t of her re>erve am ­ 
munition in conquering Bukovina, and 
was consequently unable to 
he 
of 
large assistance 
to tin* 
Rumanian 
army . 
Furthermore, the Rumanians 
out ­ 
ran military discretion by p lunging 
too quickly into Transy lvania and by 
leaving their rear, in Dobrudja, in- 
sufficiently p rotected. 
An op p or t un ­ 
ity for the use of high strategy was 
thus p resented to the German Gen­ 
eral Staff, and in the trial of military 
genius that 
followed, the German 
commanders wholly outclassed their 
Rumanian and Russian 
op p on e n t s . 
Thus, an adventure that might have 
resulted in cutting Teuton communi­ 
cations in the Balkans has ended, for 
the p resent, in large material advan ­ 
tage to the Germans who are now in 
p ossession 
of 
valuable 
Rumanian 
grain and oil fields. 
The British and French started this 
summer their combined western of­ 
fensive, in an effort to demonstrate 
whether the trenches constructed by 
the Germans under the most skillfully 
develop ed scientific methods, could he 
overcome by an unp reeedentedly in­ 
tense eoneentration of artillery tire. 
The result, up to the end of the y ear, 
las tended to show that although 
fortresses built above ground cannot 
withstand besiegers guns, defensive 
tactics underground seem to be

Verdun, undertaken while tin* battle 
)f the Somme was in p rogress may . 
lowever, change future military op in­

How tin* French 
made their quick and successful a>- 
mults alone- the Verdun front is not 
inown. 
The assump tion that the 
Germans were comp elled to denude 
>art of their Verdun line of men and 
guns, is not borne out by the fact that 
comp aratively unimp ortant sections 
of the Verdun fron t have not given 
way , while the best defended p arts 
are the ones that were broken.

French higher command may have 
discovered a new flanking sy stem a p ­ 
p licable as y et only to the* local con­ 
ditions p revailing at Verdun, but p os­ 
sibly cap able of wider develop ment.
